So this year more con- 
ventions are being planned. It Is not obliga- 
tory upon any organization to confide Its con-

Tliose who do are showing an Increas- 
ing tendency thla year to answer ODT"s ad- 
vice and objections with the solemn assur- 
anco that'the war Just won't get won unless

- tloneers know already. 

Peacetime conventions arc Interesting and 

■ frollcaome. But for now. why not let the 
'. executives make their speeches In trade mag- 
' azlnes, and do their planning and their dam- 
' nlng of bureaucracy by wire or mall. The 
' march Into Berlin won't be delayed a single
